LINCOLN MEMORIAL 


'^TEARLY fifty years elapsed before 


^ America erected an enduring 


memorial to one of its greatest and 
best beloved statesmen. However, the 
completed 
monument. 
<Ii;nificd 
and 


ciassicly simple, is probably the finest 
piece of architecture this country ha< 
yet produced. 


The Lincoln Memorial stands on the 


banks of the Potomac River in Wash- 
ington, D. C, about three-quarters of 
a mile beyond the Washington Monu- 
ment.- Situated at the end of the beau- 
tiful Mall, it completes the uninter- 
rupted vista from the Capitol to the 
river, as envisioned by Pierre TEnfant. 


the architect who planned the city ISO 
years ajo. 


The Memorial was built by the 


Government at a cost of $2,000,000, 
from the plans of the architect Henry 
Bacon, and is 1S8 feet long and 118 fm 
wide. The 36 columns, each 44 feet 
high, represent the 36 states in exis- 
tence at the time of Lincoln's death. 
The central hall is lit by translucent 
marble panels, and contains the colos- 
sal seated figure of Lincoln by Daniel 
Chester French. On either side, two 
huge tablets in'separate alcoves, arc
